A. clear majority of small 
businesses oppose the scheduled 
increases in the federal minimum 
wage, according to a nationwide 
poll conducted recently by the 
National Fedgration of Indepen- 
dent Business (NFIB). Eighty- 
three percent of the respondents 
voted to limit minimum wage in- 
creases to 5.5 percent per year over 
the next three years, rather than 
the Cüngressionally approved in- 
creases of 9.4 percent, 6.9 percent, 
and 8.0 percent. 

NFIB is a non-profit,~non- 
partisan organization representing 
the interests of small and indepen- 
dent businesses. With more than 
547,000 members, NFIB is the 
largest small business organization 
in the United States and is growing 
more rapidly than any other in- 
dividual membership business 
organization. 

The Carter Administration his 
asked: the private business 
operator to limit wage and price in- 
creases to 5.5 percent, but the 
scheduled minimum wage in- 
creases greatly exceed this 
guidelirie. Federal Reserve Board 
Chairman William E. Miller has 
indicated that, in order to control 
the accelerating inflationary spiral, 


legislated minimum wage stpe in- 
creases might be advisable. It is 
apparént from. the results of the 
NFIB survey that. most small 
business owners agree with 
Miller's assessment.

Moon walking astronaut 


speaks to local Lions Club 


BELLE GLADE — Former astro- 
naut Edgar Mitchell told members 

* ofthe Lions Club last week he went 
into space a technologist and 
returned, after only 34 hours on the 
moon, with a greater feeling for the 
harmonious nature of the universe 
and of being a citizen of ‘‘a great, 
great advanced nation.’’ 

“I had many personal emo- 
Honn," Mitchell told an estimated 
200 members of the Lions Club and 
their guests. “It was quite an 
awesome experience. Standing on 
the moon or being in deep space 
reinforces all ideals and values 
we've grown up with. As our 
system grows, we lose sight of 
"that." 


But if the former astronaut could 
wax lyrical on his feelings while 
walking the lunar landscape and 
seeing earth from 250,000 miles 
away, he could also take time to 


puncture a myth for a young - 
Bilhet ka 


No, he told a member of a 
delegation of ‘students from St. 
Peter’s Lutheran School, the astro- 
nauts didn’t take Tang with them to 
the moon. He explained to the 
school children that what the 
astronauts weré drinking on the 
moon was a drink made of freeze 
dried orange crystals. 

"Why do we try and kill each 
other," Mitchell-asked in another 
part of his talk, ‘‘and conquer. each 
others’ land. All we're doing is 
destroying ourselves and our plan- 
et. Our destiny is to be much 
greater than that . . . use our gift as 
God's creation to improve. the 
planet and cooperate with nature. 

“We're inventing the technology 
to fight hunger and disease," he 
said, ‘‘and we can do it because as 
free citizens, we have the liberty 
and freedom to move. ourselves, 
ahead as long as we utilize our 
technology wisely.” 

Ironically, Mitchell had ` been 
introduced by. Lions Club Vice 


President Charles Ward as a man 
who had flown to the moon but who 
was afraid to drive over SR80 from 
Palm Beach so he had flown. 
Mitchell, whose wife, Anita is 
running for the state legislature, 
conceded to that fear and said he 
couldn't understand the long delays 
in four-laning the killer highway. 
The United State space program, 
Mitchell said, has proven a wise 
investment by the American peo- 
ple, returning seven dollars for 
every dollar spent over the 15-year 
span of the man-in-space program. 
He said the space-program tech- 
nology has included such medical 
innovations as monitoring systems 
and pacemakers and that the return 
in pure science has included newly 
isolated isotopes. 
Mitchell also said that while no 
near planets are known to shelter 


intelligent life forms, he believes 
there is intelligent life somewhere 
else in the universe. 


Having walked on the moon, ` 


Mitchell said, reinforced and 
broadened his concept of God. He 
said he now believes the ordinary 
person's concept of God is probably 
too narrow but that anyone who 
travels in outer space has come to a 
closer understanding of divinity. 

And last of all, the former 
astronaut said there is a definite 
need for readjustment for former 
astronauts, 

“What do you do for an encore,” 
he asked, ‘‘after you've walked on 
the.moon? The only psychological 
problem I encountered was that 
now it is difficult to find a challenge 
to equal that experience. Suddenly 
I have no more private life.”

BELLE GLADE—Members of the 
Belle Glade Rotary Club passed a 
resolution Tuesday opposing the 
county charter after hearing a talk 
by: Property Appraiser David 
Reid. 

Reid has been an outspoken 
opponent of the charter, saying it 
wab not needed and would be 
expensive. "When the resolution 
opposing the charter was introduc- 
ed.by Rotarian Fritz Stein, it 
ised unamiously. 

Reid said proponents of the 
charter say it will accomplish 
seyeral things, among them allow- 
ing the county commission more 
say in internal operations of county 
offices, allowing the recall of public 
officials, and slowing" CREME To 
jate petitions for local needs. 
y^ But Reid told the-Rotary that of 
thé 3,104 counties in the United 
States, only 78 have. the charter 
form of government, even though 
moyes for charters began as early 
as:the 1930s. 

He said the charter contains 
liberal amendment proceedures 
which would be used, after it is

“By that time,”\ said Reid,

probably. out of office anyway.” 

Reid said since this recall 
provision, was enacted in 1972, 
there have been no recall elections 
in the state that were successful. 

Rpid also charged the charter

as two people. He said two county 
commissioners could wind up sett- 
ing policy for the rest of the county 
if one were absent. 

He also said he was alarmed at 
the fact the Administrative Code, 
which. will be drawn after the 
Charter passes, if it does, is an 
unknown that can become a 
"monster." 

Reid said the county can get 
much of what it wants through 
special acts, not the charter. 

He further stated the charter 
could cost the county a minimum of 
$1 million more a year because of 
the ` sum* of the purchasing, 


persónnel and other functions of 
the five constitutional offices being 
passed to the county commission. 

The agencies of the commission 
that will handle these functions, 
said Reid, will need at least that 
amount to handle the load. 

And if you're worried about 
Constitutional Revision Number 2, 
or Florida's proposed "little ERA”, 
said Reid, the charter has a 
proposal much like that which he 
said would halt discrimination for 
homosexuals. 

"Whatever you do," Reid summ- 
ed up, "you need to become aware 
of what the charter will and will 
not do. 


If necessary, the hearing will be 
continued on Nov. 15 and 20.
